Fred Sharpe conducted an aer¬ 
ial survey, while George Philpott 
toured the countryside interview¬ 
ing farmers on their observations. 

The air survey covered the en¬ 
tire E.I.D. area, and Mr. Sharpe 
said where once he had seen thou¬ 
sands of birds, now there were 
only a few. Three hundred and 
sixty miles were covered. 

Throughout the entire district 
the spotters counted only 360 live 
pheasants. Allowing for the wid¬ 
est possible margin of error, there 
could ndt be more than 16 phea¬ 
sants per square mile.

Start your gardening early, ad¬ 
vises P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture, Albert* Department 
of Agrculthre. Long before the 
ground warms up, the successful 
gardener is busy preparing his 
flats and planting indoors so that 
he can take full advantage of our 
short growing seaosn. By doing 
this he finds that lie can produce 

much wider variety of both veg¬ 
etables and flowers. 

The best type of soil lor this 
purpose is a mixture of loam, 
sand and peat moss, in the pro¬ 
portion of two parts loam, one 
part clean sand *nd one part peat 
n.oss. A hot bed or green house is 
a necessity. A brjght sunny 
window in the living room or kit¬ 
chen will provide the needed 
warmth and light. Make sure that 
the varieties chosen are those 
best suited to your locality, advis¬ 
es Mr. McCalla. You will find the 
"Alberta Horticultural Guide” 
helpful heer. This booklet may be 
obtained, free of charge, front dis¬ 
trict agriculturists, or from the 
Extension Service, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Edmon¬ 
ton. 

When the first true leaves have 
formed it is time to transplant the 
young seedlings 1 to 1\U inches 
apart in another container.' Suffi¬ 
cient moisture, light, warmth and 
drainage are all that is then re¬ 
quired until about two weeks be¬ 
fore moving the plants to the 
garden. During these two weeks 
the hardening-off process is car- 
tied out by reducing the water 
supply and gradually increasing 
direct exposure to outdoor condi¬ 
tions.
